Sumpter Supervisor Morgan says attorney will move to audience

Supervisor John Morgan shot down a 
motion to move the township attorney 
from the board table, where he has been 
sitting for more than 20 years, by saying 
he recommends moving him after the new 
board table is complete. 

This was at the Feb. 26 work/study 
session of the township board. 

After he saw a proposed motion on the 
agenda to move the attorney, Supervisor 
Morgan said he emailed all the board 
members with his recommendation and 
got no replies, which he read as no dissent. 

He said his recommendation would be 
that after the new board table is done, 
they will have tables for the deputy clerk 
and staff members and at that time he 
suggested moving the attorney to a table in 
the audience. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said now any 
time board members have to address staff 
members everyone in the audience has to 
turn around to see them at the back of the 
room. They should be in the front of the 
room, Trustee Oddy said. 

Trustee Don Laporte said he talked to 
Public Safety Director/Police Chief Eric 
Luke and he said Chief Luke said he would 
like to keep a defensive position. 

Supervisor Morgan said, “We can make 
an exception.” 

“I was the one who brought this 
forward,” said Treasurer Ken Bednark, 
noting recently the deputy clerk, who takes 
the minutes, was removed from the board 
table and put at a table by herself in the 
area behind the board. 

Treasurer Bednark said he has yet to find 
a municipality that has the attorney sitting 


up with the elected officials. 

He said he has no difficulty waiting for 
the board table to be done. He said the 
attorney can come up to the microphone to 
give his report. 

“Elected officials should sit here at the 
board table and the attorney is not elected,” 
Bednark said, adding he wanted it voted on 
as he requested. 

At the regular meeting, Bednark made 
the motion that he had put on the agenda: 
“Consider immediate and permanent 
removal of the Sumpter Township attorney 
from the board table seat between the 
Treasurer and Trustee and place the 
attorney in the audience with other 
township staff during all Sumpter Township 
regular meetings, special meetings, and 
workshops.” 

There was no second, so the motion died 
for lack of support. 

In other business at the Feb. 26 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the first readings of three 
ordinance amendments, as recommended 
by the planning commission. The first one 
is to allow larger accessory structures. 
The second two are to amend ordinances 
to define yard waste and to prohibit the 
placing of yard waste in drains and public 
and private right of ways. The second 
readings and approvals of the three 
ordinance amendments are expected at the 
next regular meeting; 

e Set a public hearing on the proposed 
2020 budget for 6 p.m., March 12; 

e Approved the recommendation of 
Hennessey Engineers to accept the low 
bid of Inland Waters Pollution Control 
of Detroit in the amount of $140,635 for 
the Willis Road sewer lining program and 


Belleville City Council approves 
three-year contract with GELC

At its Feb. 19 regular meeting, the 
Belleville City Council unanimously 
approved a three-year GELC union 
contract starting Jan. 1, 2019. There are 7.5 
employees in GELC. 

The contract includes: 

e Language to comply with the Supreme 
Court Janus Decision that allows 
employees not to belong to and pay dues to 
the union that represents them; 

e One day of sick day on the first day of 
the month; 

e Upon completion of their probationary 
period, new employees shall be entitled to 
one day for personal business; 

e Employees get two personal business 
days a year; 


¢ Not more than one employee shall be 
off at a time per department; 

e No more than 80 hours of compensatory 
time in a bank; 

e Removal of language that says no 
employee shall be allowed to take more 
than 16 hours consecutive at any one time; 

e The city shall furnish and pay the 
premium for life insurance for each 
employee in the amount of $50,000 (rather 
than equal to the employee’s base salary as 
in the past); 

e Employees separating during the year 
shall be paid the stipend to the billing period 
immediately preceding their separation; 

e Wage scale shall be modified so that 
the current column for year 10 is changed 
to year 7;

$8,890 contingency costs for a total of 
$149,525 from the 2019-20 budget; 

e Approved the third-quarter budget 
amendments as presented by Financial 
Director Scott Holtz; 

e Approved purchase of a supply trailer 
for the fire department from D&R Trailer 
Sales, Inc., for $3,707. This bright-red 
trailer with the township’s name on it will 
be used to transport the John Deere Gator 
donated by the Insurance Company Auto 
Auction with 60 miles on it. The door had 
been smashed in, but the fire fighters fixed 
it for $400. It will be parked inside the fire 
hall. Chief Luke said they needed a way to 
get the Gator from point A to point B and 
they can’t drive it across the township. It 
will be used out in the woods with a crew 
to fight fires; 

e Heard no motion on agenda item I, a 
resolution concerning review of the 2019- 
20 budget, put on the agenda by Treasurer 
Bednark. The resolution asked for a special 
public hearing on the budget followed up 
with a community forum so residents have 
a chance to ask questions and give input. 
The budget also will be available for public 
viewing and distribution a week prior to 
board adoption. Bednark explained later 
that he didn’t make the motion on this 
because, even though he submitted his 
agenda request before Supervisor Morgan, 
Morgan’s item was put higher on the 
agenda and passed before they could get to 
his item; 

e Approved Bednark’s request to hire 
Erica Campbell to the position of part-time 
clerk in the treasurer’s office, starting Feb. 
28, at $18 per hour; 

e Approved Bednark’s request to hire 
Wendy Snook as interim deputy treasurer 
at a pay of $25.08 per hour. The resignation 
of former Deputy Treasurer Vern Morse 
was accepted; 

e Unanimously approved warrants 


totaling $3,245 ,502.29, with the exception 
of item #1902095, which was tabled at the 
request of Trustee Oddy. This is the $7,500 
final payment for Elan audio video which 
installed the new cable system that had 
given the township problems; 

e Held a long discussion on the problems 
with retirement accounts for township 
residents, brought out publicly by former 
Treasurer Peggy Morgan. Holtz said 
Nationwide has the money and said its 
been shipped to MEARS, but MEARS 
said it doesn’t have the money. Holtz said 
he looked into the accounts of former Fire 
Chief Les Powell and Trustee Matthew 
Oddy, but got no totals. “It’s like you have 
money, but you don’t,” said former Trustee 
Sheena Barnes. “Yes,” Holtz replied. “I 
feel guilty. It will be resolved. I make that 
promise.” Township attorney Young said 
he just got the information and he’ll get to 
the bottom of this. Peggy Morgan asked, 
“If I drop dead today would my family be 
able to get my money? No”; 

e Heard Chief Luke give a visual 
presentation on the deteriorating floor 
drains in Fire Hall 1, which was built in 
1998. The floor drains for all four bays 
had failed concrete, with the metal drain 
liner separating and rust expanding, pushes 
everything out of the ground from 3/4” 
to 1” above the floor level making a trip 
hazard. Southgate Fire Department had a 
similar situation and Luke went out to look 
at their drains. It was fixed by GB Concrete. 
He estimated the cost to fix Sumpter’s fire 
hall drains to be about $70,000 with a 10% 
contingency. He said he was all for going 
out for a second bid and is looking at get it 
going in late spring; and 

e Heard Bednark announce the Treasurer’s 
office is sponsoring a pet clinic from 1-4 
p.m. on Saturday, March 9, across the 
street from the township hall. Pets will be 
able to get licensing and vaccinations.

VBT adds two 
full-time positions, 
as money rolls in 


The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees unanimously approved two new 
full-time positions to its employee roster at 
Tuesday’s regular meeting. 

One is a position that used to be full time 
years ago that combines a secretary to the 
supervisor with an assessing department 
position. The supervisor and assessing 
department share the same phone, same 
counter, and same coffee pot. This 
employee will train in assessing skills 
and be there to answer the phone when 
everyone else is out. 

The part-time employee that worked for 
the supervisor and can’t earn pay for more 
than 20 hours a week was expected to be 
offered a job in Parks and Recreation. 

This move was triggered by the upcoming 
resignation of long-time worker Kathy 
Cline, who retired once and now is working 
in assessing and retiring again. 

The second new full-time position is called 
Executive Assistant to the Public Services 
Director. With all the development in the 
township, money is available and there’s 
much too much work for Matt Best, Ron 
Akers, and Jim Taylor in their departments. 
This worker is to help out all three. 

While first announced as a position for 
intern Grace Stamper, officials backed 
off by Tuesday’s meeting and announced 
it will be publicly posted. Pay is $52,000. 
Help is desperately needed as the township 
development blossoms and directors work 
the midnight hours.

At the Feb. 28 workshop for planning 
commissions put on by Sumpter Township 
for the tri-community, teacher John Enos of 
Carlisle Wortman was discussing planning 
commission meetings and how they can 
get out of hand if the chairperson doesn’t 
cut off further comment from the audience 
when the public hearing part of the meeting 
is over. 

“T think civility is out the window,” Enos 
said. “Sometimes they just want to attack 
you.” 

All planning commission members know 
exactly what he meant. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
that when grants are obtained for township 
projects there usually is a provision for 
matching funds by the township. He said 
in looking for grants for the drawdown 
of Belleville Lake, if people sign up to 
volunteer, their sweat equity can be counted 
as matching funds. 

This comment was made at the Feb. 28 
workshop on Belleville Lake projects put on 
at VBT for those who own lakeside property 
and will want to do projects. Residents need 
to know what kinds of permits they need if 
they are planning on doing projects during 
the proposed lake drawdown. 

Supervisor McNamara said they still 
don’t have permission from the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission to do the 
drawdown, so volunteers can clean up the 
lakeshore. He said he was to have lunch 
with Congresswoman Debbie Dingell the 
next day to ask her to help move along the 
permission for the drawdown. 

McNamara also said the schools have said 
it is possible to close individual schools 
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during the drawdown and bus students over 
to help with the cleanup, as was done in 
previous years when the water level of the 
lake was lowered. 

Also, he said he has heard that VBT did not 
get the grant to remove milfoil from the lake, 
but he has yet to see anything in writing that 
says the township didn’t get that grant. 

McNamara said he wants to save Fireworks 
Island and get it cleaned up and there’s a 
certain stump in the lake that is irritating 
boaters and he’d like to see that taken care 
of. 

Although people assume VBT Trustee 
Paul White broke bones in his leg while 
falling on the ice, there was no ice involved. 
He explains that his knee popped and he 
went down on the cement step to his back 
door. He was going out to get his Detroit 
Free Press at about 7:30 a.m., Feb. 21, 
when down he went. He said surgery is not 
needed, but he’ll have to wear the boot for 
four weeks. 

Although it’s awkward, he’s using crutches 
to get around and he attended the Feb. 28 
meeting on lakeshore issues. 

A reader said she got five calls in one 
day last week from someone with a foreign 
accent who said he was from Social Security 
and she should call this number right away. 
The man asked for personal information and 
she hung up. She’s afraid senior citizens will 
fall for it and give the information and send 
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the money that’s always part of the scams. 

She called the Independent to remind 
everyone not to fall for these scams. 

Mary, the woman who is so intent upon 
having a place for young people to hang out 
and talk said she found 
that the Belleville High 
School gym might be 
available.

Clarifications: Robinson 
adds details on his appeal of 
ordinance violation 


Ronald Barrington Robinson, a Sumpter 
resident who was found guilty by a 34th 
District Court jury of a township ordinance 
violation for parking his RV on his acreage, 
wants to add some clarifications to the 
story the Independent ran Feb. 21 on his 
appeal to circuit court. 

Robinson said Judge David Parrott 
ordered him not to have any travel trailers 
parked on his property and he was given a 
$5,000 bond and 48 hours of community 
service. 

He immediately did his community 
service at the Sumpter Township Senior 
Center, he said. 

The story we printed said “Robinson 
stipulated that he would not have any RVs 
of any type brought onto, or allowed, on 
his property at 27325 Martinsville Rd. in 
Sumpter Township, but all other parts 
of his sentencing are stayed until Circuit 
Court is done with the case.” 

But Robinson says he did not stipulate 
anything. He said Parrott ordered no trailer 
or recreation vehicle of any kind to be on 
the property for two years. 

He said two of his horses, kept on that 
property, were poisoned during the 2016 
mid-term race. He is still offering a $5,000 
reward to find those responsible. 

Robinson also added that he asked the 
township zoning administrator for a permit 
and his response was, “Get the trailer off 
the property, now!” 

Robinson said Judge Parrott stated when 
asked to admit evidence that showed all the 
other trailers on property in the township 
that are not being targeted and the issue of 
political pay back, “I’m not going to permit 
a circus in my courtroom.”

three-year contract with police

On Monday, the Belleville City Council 
approved a three-year contract with the 
local unit of the Police Officers Association 
of Michigan, who had already ratified the 
proposed contract. 

The contract runs from Jan. 1, 2019 to 
Dec. 31, 2021 and gives a raise in pay of 
2.5% for each of the three years. There also 
is a $100 signing bonus instead of adding 
two business days. 

There are changes in wording on the 
vacations and a uniform allowance for 
part-time officers, at half the rate of full 
time. If part-timers work a holiday they get 
time and a half in addition to the holiday 
pay. 

Also, an update to wording: “In the event 
that a full-time or part-time officer is unable 
to work the hours between 8 p.m. and 4 
a.m. or any other allotted time slot during 
those specified hours a reserve officer 
may be permitted to fill the needed shift. 
All avenues to fill this needed shift with 
a full-time/part-time officer as outlined in 
this section must be exhausted. The full- 
time officer assigned to that shift must be 
notified in advance of shift and approve the 
reserve officer assigned.” 

Also, “Whenever a part-time employee is 
called in on request of management other 
than his/her time, he/she shall be paid at 
the rate of pay at time and one-half rate of 
pay.” 

Also, procedures are stated for bidding for 
the special assignment of school resource 


officer and how that position is assigned. 
A SRO officer may hold that position for a 
maximum of four years.

e Each employee shall receive a wage 
increase of 2.5% for every year of the 
agreement; and 

e Each employee shall receive a $100 
signing bonus effective on the first pay 
period after ratification by both parties. 

It was noted the union vote to ratify was not 
unanimous. The Government Employees 
Labor Council represents workers in the 
department of public services, clerical 
workers at city hall, and a part-time clerical 
worker in the police department. 

In other business at the Feb. 19 meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved a Kiwanis request to sell 
subscriptions as a fund raiser for the club to 
place flags in Horizon Park, near the end of 
Brain Street, on six holidays in the summer 
for five days each.

Sumpter Twp. widow 
sues two former Canton 
dispatchers over 911 


Dorothy Greene of Sumpter Township on 
Feb. 19 filed suit against two former Canton 
Township 911 dispatchers in Wayne County 
Circuit Court charging her husband died 
because the two did not do their jobs. She is 
seeking $25 million in damages. 

Attorney Jonathan Robert Marko, 
representing the widow of Stephen Greene, 
69, said because of a blatant disregard for her 
duties Rachel Rowell knowingly muted the 
volume on the township’s 911 emergency 
line “because she was having a bad day.” 

Joshua Choroba, a second Canton 
dispatcher, was also cited in the $25 million 
law suit because Marko claims Choroba 
neglected to turn the volume up after he took 
over for Rowell during a shift change. Marko 
said that a third person in the dispatch center 
overheard Rowell’s “bad day” comment. 

Stephen Greene was in Heartland Health 
Care Center rehabilitation facility and was 
due to be discharged the next day. The 
nursing staff at Heartland was on duty in 
the early morning hours of March 1, 2018, 
but no doctors. The staff reportedly made 
13 calls to Canton 911 to get an ambulance 
crew to work on Greene or to get him to 
a hospital to treat the heart attack he was 
having. He died the next day. 

Rowell and Choroba were suspended 
from the department after the internal 
investigation revealed significant policy 
violations and evidence of possible criminal 
conduct. 

After a review by the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s office and the Michigan State 
Police, the prosecutor’s office charged 
Rowell with willful neglect of duty.
